Sentenced In 


Bar Robbery 


Jacqueline Farrell of Bristol 
was sentenced this morning to an 
indefinite term in the State Cor­ 
rectional Institute. 


The 24-year-old former short-or- 
der cook was given the sentence 
by President Judge Edward G. 
Beister in Bucks County Court fol­ 
lowing her change of plea Tues­ 
day from ‘ not guilty" to “guilty’* 
in the beating and robbing of her 
former boss on Aug. 26 by her 
husband and two other accom­ 
plices. 


Charged with driving the get­ 
away car used in the robbery and 
beating of Abraham Gossom, 68, 
owner of the Gossom Inn on Bust- 
leton Pike in Feasterville, she at 
first pleaded not guilty while her 
accomplices, her estranged hus­ 
band, Daniel 24; and Jam es Dit- 
tert, 30; and Louis McCloud, 34. 
all of Philadelphia, pleaded guil­ 
ty. 
Farrell, Dittert and McCloud. 
all ex-convicts, were previously 
sentenced to from six to 12 years 
in the penitentiary. 


Knife Wounds 


At the time of the robbery, 
McCloud suffered knife wounds in­ 
flicted by Gossom who fought 
back during the beating. 


They were apprehended in Phil­ 
adelphia when a Philadelphia po­ 
liceman spotted the getaway car 
after an alarm had been sent out 
by Lower Southampton p o l i c e 
shortly after the robbery. 


Farrell and his wife have two 
daughters, five and seven years 
old. Another child was bom to 
Mrs, Farrell while her husband 
wag »n jail early this year, A 
former Feasterville resident, she 
had bern living with another man 
in Bristol. 


Failed To Clean Sidewalks, Face Fines 
72 Iii Bristol Township Get Snow Summonses 


As good as their word, the 
members of the Bristol Township 
police department have issued a 
total of 72 summonses to house­ 
holders w ho failed to clean their 
sidewalks after the snowstorm 
which covered Lower Bucks last 
Saturday and Sunday. 
The police issued their warning 
in a statement wh cb appeared in 
Tuesday's Courier-Times. 


The summonses require that the 
homeowners pay fines up to $25 
plus $9 costs to township justices 
of the peace.
